-ntil  1976,  the  year  our  Bicentennial  quarter  was  coined  with 

the  Drummer  Boy  reverse,  the  Isabella  Quarter  struck  a  century 
ago  was  the  one  and  only  commemorative  coin  struck  in  that 
denomination.  With  an  original  mintage  of  40,093,  including  103 
proofs  and  23  assay  coins,  the  net  remainder  after  the  melting  of 
Some  15,809  unsold  pieces  amounted  to  24,191. 

The  motif  of  Isabella  for  the  obverse  was  selected  because 
it  was  she  as  Queen  of  Spain  who  supported  Columbus  in  his  quest 
to  discover  a  new  route  to  the  Indies.  The  reverse  portrays  the 
allegorical  figure  of  a  woman  in  a  kneeling  position  holding  a  staff 
with  which  to  spin  wool  or  flax;  representative  of  "women  in 
industry."  The  issue  was  sponsored  by  the  Board  of  Lady 
Managers  for  the  Chicago  Columbian  Exposition  at  the  request  of 
Susan  B.  Anthony,  (incidentally,  the  only  actual  woman  other  than 
Isabella  to  appear  on  a  U.S.  coin).

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Collecting  Foreign  Coins

Although  there  are  as  many  different  ways  to  collect  foreign  coins  as  there  are 
collectors,  there  are  three  categories  that  most  foreign  collectors  will  fit  into. 
Those  three  categories  are:  historical  collectors,  family  origin  collectors,  and 
topical  collectors. 

Most  historical  collectors  choose  either  a  historical  event  or  person  for 
their  co'lecting  venue.  Many  collectors  find  a  specific  time  or  person  in  history 
that  interests  them  for  some  reason.  With  this  interest  in  mind,  they  begin  the 
search  for  coins  either  depicting  their  choice,  or  issued  as  a  result  of  the  event 
or  what  the  person  they  chose  did  in  their  lifetime. 

A  good  example  of  a  historical  event  collection  is  my  collection  of  WW2 
coins  and  currency.  Since  I  choose  to  collect  only  those  coins  or  currency 
issued  as  a  direct  result  of  the  war,  my  collection  gives  a  medallic  view  of  the 
war  over  time.  If  1  were  to  choose  a  specific  person  to  begin  collecting  from 
this  time,  Benito  Mussolini  would  probably  be  good  due  to  the  number  of  coins 
issued  with  his  likeness  during  WW2. 

Many  people  collect  coins  from  the  country  of  their  family's  origin.  Since 
America  is  basically  a  country  built  on  immigration,  a  collection  of  coins  from 
the  country  of  one's  family  can  be  quite  diverse.  A  friend  of  mine  whose 
family  comes  from  Lithuania  collects  Lithuanian  coins,  medals,  and  currency. 
His  collection  over  the  years  has  become  quite  extensive  and  impressive. 

The  biggest  foreign  collecting  area  by  far  is  Topical  collecting.  Topical 
collecting  is  collecting  coins  with  something  specific  in  the  design.  I  have 
known  people  who  collect  coins  with  ships,  birds,  and  trains  on  them. 

All  of  these  are  great  ways  to  start  a  foreign  coin  collection,  but  as  in  any 
coin  collecting  area,  reference  material  is  needed.  A  primary  reference  book  is 
needed  that  will  list  an  overview  of  the  majority  of  wodd  coins.  Many  Coin 
Clubs  have  these  books  in  their  library.  These  books  are:  Coins  Of  The  World. 
Standard  Catalog  Of  20th  Century  World  Coins,  A  Catalog  Of  Modern  World 
Coins,  and  Standard  Catalog  Of  World  Coins. 

Any  of  these  would  make  a  great  starting  point  for  the  beginning  foreign 
collector  But  as  the  collector  advances  and  begins  collecting  coins  from 
countries  such  as  Arabia,  a  dating  reference  will  become  necessary  This  type 
of  book  can  be  quite  elusive,  blit  will  be  invaluable  to  those  who  collect  foreign 
from  certain  countries  Searching  book  auctions  is  usually  the  best  way  to  find

Unlike  its  more  famous  companion  piece,  the  Columbian  Half 
dollar,  whose  combined  mintage  of  1892  and  '93  before  melt  was  just 
over  5  million  (after  melt,  just  under  2'A  million),  one  would  think  the 
Isabella  quarter  would  seem  an  extreme  rarity,  accounting  for  its 
higher  market  value.  Actually  such  is  not  the  case.  The  Isabella  crops  up 
almost  everywhere,  from  local  club  meetings  and  shows  to  major 
conventions;  from  as  low  as  XF  to  Gem  MS-65  or  better.  The  big  price 
jump  occurs  between  MS-60  and  63  (e.g.,  from  $380  to  $825  retail). 
MS-64's  can  sell  for  as  high  as  $1,500,  and  one  graded  MS-65  might  go 
for  just  under  $3,000.  Why  the  big  price  jumps  in  the  higher  grades? 
For  one  thing;  the  coin  is  not  always  found  well  struck.  For  another,  the 
open  fields,  especially  on  the  reverse,  are  rife  for  contact  marks.  Many 
Isabellas  have  been  cleaned  and  retoned  in  an  attempt  to  hide  these 
marks,  and  thus  are  often  hairlined  with  scratches.  So,  choice  pieces 
are  scarce  and  costly!  Even  third  party  grading  is  no  guarantee  against 
some  of  the  aforementioned  problems,  especially  in  the  lower  range  of 
uncirculated  grades  (MS-60  to  63).  A  best-buy  would  be  a  choice 
"slider"  specimen;  one  that  is  well  struck  and  free  of  blemishes  for 
around  $300. 

The  Isabella  Quarter  has  been  hyped  far  beyond  its  actual  rarity. 
Tike  the  once  expensive  Iowa  50c.  there  are  still  too  many  examples  to 
command  the  prices  quoted  in  the  MS-63  and  64  columns.  If  you  must 
own  an  Isabella  quarter  search  for  a  choice  AU-55  "slider"  to  an  MS  62, 
and  be  the  proud  possessor  of  one  of  Charles  Barber's  finest  products.

The  last  valuable  reterence  for  the  foreign  collector  is  a  good  magazine. 
The  only  strictly  foreign  coin  magazine  around  is  World  Coin  News  by  Krause 
Publications  it  oftbrs  comprehensive  coverage  of  the  foreign  coin  market  and 
some  really  good  and  educational  articles  on  the  subject.  I  highly  recommend  it 
to  the  serious  collector  of  foreign  coins. 

I  have  covered  a  lot  ofarea  in  this  small  article  and  hope  it  helps  those 
who  thought  about  or  currently  do  collect  foreign  coins,  if  someone  has  an 
interest  in  beginning  a  foreign  coin  colleciion,  I  highly  recommend  you  talk  to 
fellow  collectors  of  foreign  coins.  There  are  enough  foreign  collectors  around 
to  help  you  get  started  or  solve  any  problem  you  are  having.

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The  Gustin  &  Blake  Vermont  Hard  Times  Token

In  the  recently  concluded  Bowers  and  Merena  Auction  of  the  "BURKE  & 
CLEMENTE  COLLECTIONS  held  on  May  27-28,  1994,  two  very  rare 
Vermont  tokens  were  auctioned.  I  would  like  to  let  you  know  more  about  these 
pieces.  Maybe  Some  of  you  native  Vermonters  might  have  some  of  these 
treasures  hidden  away  in  your  homes  and  you  might  not  have  realized  it. 

The  tokens  sold  are  pieces  which  fall  into  the  category  called  HARD 
TIMES  TOKENS.  The  series  of  tokens  known  as  HARD  TIMES  TOKENS 
comprises  tokens  issued  privately  in  the  United  States  from  1833  to  1844.  These 
pieces,  mostly  made  of  copper  and  the  size  of  a  US  large  cent,  can  be  divided 
into  several  categories: 

1.  Pieces  referring  to  the  Bank  of  the  United  States  and  the  controversy 
surrounding  it. 

2.  Those  pieces  with  inscriptions  relating  to  political  and  satirical  situations  of 
the  era. 

3.  Tokens  with  inscriptions  and  designs  closely  resembling  the  regular  cent 
coinage,  but  with  enough  differences  to  evade  the  counterfeiting  laws. 

4.  Tokens  bearing  the  advertisements  of  private  merchants  "Store  cards  or 
Merchant  tokens." 

This  series  of  tokens  has  been  thoroughly  cataloged  and  written  about. 
The  best  book  on  the  subject  is  written  by  Russ  Rulau,  and  is  called  "Hard  Times 
Tokens  1832-1844,"  and  is  now  out  in  the  4th  edition.  It  is  published  by  Krause 
publications,  and  is  available  for  about  $10.  The  tokens  are  catalogued  by 
numbers  called  "LOW"  numbers  or  "HT"  numbers.  The  LOW  numbers  come 
from  the  first  person  to  fully  catalog  these  tokens,  named  Lyman  Low,  who 
published  his  book  in  1899. 

The  tokens  I  would  like  to 
tell  you  about  fall  into  the  category 
of  "Merchant  Tokens."  The  tokens 
were  issued  by  the  firm  of  Gustin 
&  Blake  who  operated  a  metal 
workshop  in  Chelsea,  Vermont  in 
the  1830's.  To  the  right  and  on 
page  9  are  the  auction  catalog 
descriptions  directly  out  of  the 
Bowers  and  Merena  Catalog:

Below  is  the  description  of  these  tokens  taken  out  of  the  Rulau  book  on 
Hard  Time  Tokens.  These  photos  do  not  reproduce  well,  but  in  real  life  these 
tokens  look  pretty  crude,  also.  These  tokens  were  not  struck  w  ith  high  quality 
minting  equipment,  thus  the  tokens  were  often  weakly  struck.  Also,  the  die 
engraver  probably  was  not  very  skilled,  and  had  only  crude  engraving 
equipment 

As  you  can  see,  the 
pricing  only  goes  up  to 
pieces  in  VF  condition 
Pieces  in  XF  or  better,  like 
the  Bowers  and  Merena 
specimen,  are  almost 
unheard  of,  and  when  they 
come  up  at  auction,  they 
almost  always  sell  for  very 
high  prices. 

This  is  the  only  token 
in  the  HARD  TIMES 
TOKEN  series  which  has 
been  specifically  attributed  to 
Vermont,  except  for  a 
counterstamped  coin  I  don't 
know  how  many  of  these 
pieces  might  exist,  but  I  have 
never  seen  one.  So,  search 
your  old  hiding  places  for  an 
ugly  looking  old  token,  and  you  might  just  have  a  very'  rare  and  valuable 
Vermont  HARD  TIMES  TOKEN.
